Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner discussed how Muellenberg and Soussloff are being 
applied to the rejections. In particular, the examiner explained how Figure 1 1 in Muellenberg discloses a second 
connector connected with the first connector impedes substantial forward and rearward axial displacement of the outer 
sleeve relative to the nut. The examiner explained that this is possible due to the flange and the thread, which is 
behind the flange. The examiner also explained that a groove is between the flange and the thread and another flange 
is in this groove .
